When  the  success  of  an  institution  has  become  fully  assured  in  the  pub- 
lic mind,  by  its  reports  from  year  to  year  of  work  well  performed  and  the 
prospect  of  future  prosperity  (as  in  the  case  of  our  Home),  we  feel  that  a  con- 
densed report  of  our  work  for  the  past  year  will  be  the  most  acceptable  to  that 
public. 

There  is  nothing  of  greater  importance  to  record  than  that  the  Trustees 
have  striven  to  make  the  Institution  a  real  Home  for  its  occupants,  as  far  as 
its  means  and  accommodations  will  permit,  and  to  carry  out  the  intention  of 
its  founder  (our  late  President),  Mrs.  E.  H.  Chapin,  as  far  as  in  them  lies. 

We  feel  warranted  in  stating  that  the  Chapin  Home  is  second  to  no  other 
of  like  design,  in  the  personal  supervision  given  by  the  members  of  our  Board 
to  the  economical  management  of  its  expenses,  and  to  the  ample  provision  of 
healthful  food,  careful  attention  in  sickness,  and  comfortable  accommodations 
for  its  beneficaries. 

There  are  at  present  forty-two  inmates  in  the  Home — thirty-two  females 
and  ten  males.  Four  applicants  have  been  admitted  during  the  past  year  : 
Mr.  Ralph  H.  Worthington,  Miss  Julia  A.  Fitz,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  I.  C.  Mears. 

Nine  of  our  inmates  are  Universalists  ;  the  rest  are  of  various  other  de- 
nominations. 

Five  of  our  most  aged  and  infirm  have  passed  away,  namely  :  Miss  M.  D. 
Voorhees,  died  in  June,  1881,  aged  eighty-three  years  ;  Miss  Eliza  Witherill, 
died  in  July,  1881,  aged  seventy-nine  years  ;  Mr.  Jeremiah  Meserole,  died  in 
November,  1881,  aged  seventy-three  years  ;  Mr.  Robert  Boodey,  died  January 
ist,  1882,  aged  eighty-one  years  ;  Mr.  William  Davison,  died  in  April,  1882, 
aged  seventy-nine  years. 

Thanksgiving  Da)^  and  Christmas  were  generously  remembered  by  our 
numerous  friends  and  patrons,  and  enjoyed  by  the  inmates. 

We  are  grieved  to  have  to  record  the  death  during  the  past  year  of  our 
beloved  founder  and  President,  Mrs.  E.  H.  Chapin,  to  whom  the  Home,  as 
well  as  the  Trustees,  owe  so  much  for  her  patient  work,  her  Christian  ex- 
ample and  her  untiring  energy  in  all  that  contributed  to  the  welfare  of  the 
Institution.  But  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  her  mantle  has  fallen 
most  gracefully  upon  the  shoulders  of  our  First  Vice-President,  Mrs.  X.  L. 
Cort,  who  has  most  successfully  carried  on  her  work. 

Our  Anniversary  Celebration  passed  off  pleasantly,  although  darkened  by 
the  shadow  of  the  loss  of  our  beloved  President,  who  was  always  wont  to 
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cheer  these  occasions.  Many  friends  testified  their  appreciation  of  our  work 
by  their  presence  and  generous  contributions  for  the  occasion.  Mrs.  Strick- 
land, Mrs.  Oliver  and  Mrs.  Anderson  kindly  sang  for  us,  accompanied  by 
Mrs.  Youmans  on  the  piano.  Miss  Newton*  and  Miss  Morgan  gave  great 
pleasure  by  their  recitations,  and  the  following  clergymen  made  addresses  : 
Dr.  J.  M.  Pullman,  Dr.  Deems,  Dr.  Collyer  and  Rev.  Mr.  Gardner. 

Religious  services  are  held  at  the  Home  on  Sunday  afternoons  during  the 
winter  and  at  other  times  when  practicable.  We  are  indebted  to  Brothers 
Hutchinson  and  Butts  for  their  kind  co-operation  in  securing  clergymen  for 
these  services.

In  order  to  increase  our  funds  and  enable  us  to  fill  our  Home  to  its  utmost 
capacity,  a  fair  has  recently  been  held  by  which  we  have  realized  nearly  seven 
thousand  dollars.  If  we  could  secure  one  thousand  annual  subscribers  at 
ten  dollars  each,  we  could  carry  on  our  work  without  resorting  to  fairs  or 
other  means  of  raising  money.  We  appeal  to  our  friends  to  take  this  matter 
into  consideration  and  use  their  influence  to  obtain  subscriptions  and  dona- 
tions, thereby  enabling  us  to  carry  out  a  most  noble  and  worthy  charity. 

We  would  thank  our  neighbors,  Messrs.  McCafferty  and  Bulkley,  for  their 
generous  contributions  in  the  way  of  improvements  to  our  fences  and  grounds 
during  the  past  year. 

We  acknowledge  gratefully  the  services  of  clergymen,  physicians,  counsel 
and  our  Advisory  Committee.

Whereas,  It  has  pleased  our  Heavenly  Father  to  take  from  us  our  beloved 
and  honored  President,  Mrs.  E.  H.  Chapin,  whose  broad  philanthropy,  com- 
bined with  untiring  energy  and  integrity  of  purpose,  has  so  long  guided  and 
sustained  the  Institution  of  which  she  was  the  founder  and  the  head  ; 

And  whereas,  We  who  have  been  associated  with  her,  who  have  shared  her 
counsels  and  enjoyed  her  friendship,  who  have  stood  by  her  side  through 
scenes  of  trial  and  vicissitude,  esteem  it  our  privilege  to  bear  witness  to  her 
strength  and  nobleness  of  character,  her  enduring  patience  and  fortitude,  her 
brave  adherence  to  truth  and  right,  her  purity  of  intention,  her  moderation, 
her  discretion,  her  faithfulness  and  her  zeal  ; 

And  whereas,  The  life  of  our  departed  friend,  joined  as  it  was  to  one 
gifted  and  preferred  in  a  most  eminent  degree,  while  it  possessed  higher  priv- 
ileges than  fall  to  the  common  lot,  was  fraught  also  with  deeper  experiences 
and  heavier  responsibilities  and  cares  ;

Resolved,  That  while  we  sympathize  with  the  children  and  grandchildren 
thus  suddenly  bereft  of  parent  and  protector,  while  we  mingle  our  tears  with 
theirs,  our  hearts  are  filled  with  thankfulness  that  she  whom  we  mourn  was 
permitted  to  round  out  the  measure  of  existence  so  completely,  fulfilling  all 
its  requirements  and  accomplishing  all  its  ends.  And  now,  re-united  with  her 
beloved  and  honored  husband,  she  has  passed  to  her  reward.

Whereas,  We  are  called  to  mourn  the  loss  of  our  dear  sister  and  co-worker, 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Howard,  an  Incorporator  and  Trustee  of  the  Chapin  Home. 

Therefore  resolved,  That  by  her  death  the  Institution  has  been  deprived  of 
an  earnest  supporter  and  a  faithful  and  efficient  friend. 

Resolved,  That  we  shall  long  remember  her  gentle  and  kindly  presence, 
her  loving  ministrations  and  her  liberal  benefactions.  But  while  we  mourn 
with  her  sister  and  relatives  the  loss  of  one  so  good  and  true,  we  mourn  not 
as  those  without  hope  ;  for  we  know  our  loss  is  her  gain,  and  with  our  de- 
parted friend  all  is  well.  From  the  bed  of  weakness  and  pain  on  which  she 
has  languished  so  long  she  has  arisen  in  rejoicing  strength.  Free  from  the 
limitations  and  sorrows  of  earth,  she  has  entered  upon  a  broader  sphere  of 
usefulness  and  love,  where  weariness  and  suffering  are  unknown,  and  where 
life  is  victory  and  joy  forever. 


PHYSICIANS'  REPORT. 

The  report  for  the  Home  this  year  is  very  ^hort,  due  to  the  very  small 
ratio  of  sickness.  The  inmates  have  been  verv  well  for  aged  people,  which 
we  will  have  to  attribute  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Home. 

In  the  past  six  months  there  have  been  about  thirty  visits  made,  but  many 
of  these  were  more  of  pleasure  than  from  necessity.  We  hope  it  will  continue 
this  way.

ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 


CHAPTER  461. 

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Chapin  Home  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm  in  the 
City  of  New  York. 

PASSED  MAY   I,  lS6g. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  JVew  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do 
enact  as  follows  : 

Section  i.— Mrs.  Edwin  H.  Chapin,  Mrs.  D.  D.  T  Marshall,  Mrs.  Emily 
A.  Wall,  Mrs.  M.  K.  Pelletreau,  Mrs.  John  W.  Cochrane,  Mrs.  Joseph  W. 
Howard,  Mrs.  Abner  Mellen,  Mrs.  Richard  B.  Connolly,  Mrs.  Joseph  A. 
Jameson,  Mrs.  George  G.  Lake,  Mrs.  Charles  L.  Stickney,  Mrs.  Adolph 
Rusch,  Mrs.  James  Cushing,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Mary  Ferris,  Mrs.  George  Hoffman, 
Mrs.  Colis  P.  Huntington,  Mrs.  Caroline  M.  Sawyer,  Mrs.  C.  S.  Groot,  Mrs. 
William  M.  Whitney,  Mrs.  Lemuel  Smith,  Miss  Sarah  Phillips,  their  asso- 
ciates and  successors,  are  constituted  and  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
by  the  name  of  the  "Chapin  Home  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm,"  and  by  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  any  court 
whatsoever. 

Sec.  2. — It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  corporation  to  take,  by  gift,  devise,  or 
purchase,  such  real  estate  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  convenient  transaction 
of  its  business,  not  to  exceed  in  value  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  3  — The  general  business  and  object  of  such  corporation  shall  be  to 
provide  a  home  and  support  for  aged  and  infirm  persons. 

Sec.  4. — The  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board 
of  Trustees,  which  Board  shall  be  composed  of  thirty  members,  to  be  elected 
by  the  members  of  the  corporation,  by  ballot.  At  the  first  election  of  Trustees 
held  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  ten  Trustees  shall  be  elected  for  one  year, 
ten  for  two  years,  and  ten  for  three  years  ;  and  all  Trustees  elected  thereafter 
shail  be  elected  for  the  full  term  of  three  years. 

Sec.  5. — The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  make,  constitute,  and 
establish,  and  from  time  to  time  amend,  such  By-Laws,  Rules,  and  Regula- 
tions as  they  shall  judge  proper  for  the  election  of  officers,  prescribing  their 
functions  and  duties,  and  generally  for  transacting,  managing,  and  directing 
the  affairs  of  the  corporation — provided  such  By-Laws,  Rules,  and  Regula- 
tions are  not  repugnant  to  tins  Act,  or  the  Constitution  or  Laws  of  this  State  or 
of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  6.  — Said  corporation  may  take,  by  gift,  devise,  bequest,  subscription, 
or  in  any  other  lawful  way,  such  real  and  personal  properly  as  it  shall  so  ac- 
quire, which  shall  be  held  by  it  solely  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  and  sup- 
porting aged  and  infirm  persons,  provided  that  s;iid  property  so  held  shall 
not  exceed  in  value,  exclusive  of  the  real  estate  held  for  the  purpose  of  a  home, 


the  sum  ot  Jive  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed 
to  impair  or  effect  existing  provisions  of  law  relative  to  bequests  or  devises 
contained  in  last  wills  and  testaments. 

Sec.  7. — This  corporation,  hereby  created,  shall  be  subject  to  all  general 
laws  affecting  benevolent  societies  or  institutions,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applica- 
ble, except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  and  to  the  provisions  of  title  three, 
chapter  eighteen,  of  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Sec.  S. — This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Friends  and  patrons  are  cordially  invited  to  participate. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I.— Name. 

This  Corporation  shall  be  known  as  The  Chapin  Home  for  the  Aged 
and  Infirm. 

ARTICLE  II.— Object. 

The  object  of  this  Corporation  is  to  provide  a  home  and  support  for 
worthy  aged  and  infirm  men  and  women. 

Such  aged  and  infirm  persons  may  be  admitted  into  the  Home  as  the 
Board  of  Trustees  may  deem  proper  subjects  therefor. 

ARTICLE  III.— Officers. 

Sec.  i. — The  Trustees  of  this  Corporation  shall  consist  of  thirty  members, 
to  be  elected  annually,  by  ballot,  from  the  corporators  and  their  associates,  or 
members  who  shall  be  approved  by  them,  as  provided  by  Article  III.  of  the 
By-Laws.  The  Trustees  shall  elect  from  their  own  members  a  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Recording  .Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  vear.  All  of  the  above  offices 
shall  be  held  until  their  successors  are  qualified. 

Sec.  2. — Only  ladies  of  the  Universalist  denomination  of  Christians  shall 
be  eligible  to  election  as  Trustees  of  the  institution. 

Sec.  3. — Whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  among  such  Trustees,  by 
death,  resignation,  neglect  to  serve  for  six  months,  or  ineligibility  to  member- 
ship, such  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  or  a  quorum  thereof,  at  any  regularly  called  or  adjourned  meeting, 
by  ballot,  from  among  the  eligible  members  of  the  Corporation. 

Sec.  4. — The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  entire  government  and 
control  of  the  Home  and  general  business  of  the  Corporation.  It  shall  have 
a  common  seal,  and  shall  have  power  to  enter  into  and  bind  the  Corporation 
by  such  compacts  as  it  may  deem  advantageous,  and  to  petition  to  the  Legis- 
lature for  any  grants  or  privileges  and  for  such  amendments  to  the  Act  of  In- 
corporation as  it  may  deem  advisable. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Membership. 

Sec:,  t. — Besides  the  original  corporators  and  their  associates,  any  person 
recommended  by  the  Nominating  Committee,  and  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  at  any  regular  meeting,  is  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Corpora- 
tion. 

SEC.  2. —  The  payment  of  $10  annually  shall  constitute  any  person  ap- 
proved, as  provided  for  in  the  first  section  of  this  article  a  member  of  the 
Corporation,  such  payment  to  be  made  on  or  before  the  second  Wednesday  in 
May;  all  subscriptions  due  after  that  lime  shall  be  collected  by  the  Finance 
Committee  ;  and  the  payment  of  $100  at  any  one  time  shall  constitute  any 
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person  so  approved  a  life  member  of  the  Corporation.  Such  member  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  on  all  questions  coming  before  the  Corporation  at  any  of 
its  meetings. 

ARTICLE  V.— Annual  Meeting. 
The  annual  meeting  of  this  Corporatioti  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  May,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
direct. 

ARTICLE  VI.— Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
A  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  each  month,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  it  may  ap- 
point. Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  President,  or  at  the 
request  of  three  members  of  the  Board.  Nine  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  VII. -President. 

The  President,  in  addition  to  the  duties  of  presiding  officer,  shall  sign  the 
order  for  entrance  of  any  applicant  who  may  be  admitted  to  the  Home.  She 
shall  appoint  all  special  committees  when  the  same  are  required,  and  be  an 
ex-officio  member  of  all  standing  committees.  She  shall  have  charge  of  the 
common  seal  of  the  Corporation,  and  shall  have  power  to  affix  the  same  to 
such  documents  and  papers  as  may  require  a  seal.  In  the  absence  of  the 
President  the  senior  Vice-President  shall  preside,  and  shall  discharge  the 
duties  of  the  President  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  that  office. 

ARTICLE  VIII— Recording  Secretary. 
The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  who  become  inmates 
of  the  Home,  with  their  names,  age,  place  of  birth  and  residence,  the  date  of 
their  application  and  admission,  with  the  name  of  the  person  through  whom 
the  application  is  made  ;  also  a  duplicate  copy  of  the  register  to  be  kept  at 
*  the  Home.  She  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meetings  of 
the  Corporation  and  its  Board  of  Trustees,  and  in  all  her  official  relations  be 
subject  to  the  orders  of  said  Board. 

ARTICLE  IX. — Corresponding  Secretary. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
Society,  and  send  notices  of  meetings.  She  shall  record  the  names  of  sub- 
scribers and  donors,  receive  all  dues,  pay  them  to  the  Treasurer,  and  take 
receipts  for  same. 

ARTICLE  X  —  Treasurer. 

Sec.  i. — The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  take  charge  of  all  moneys,  notes, 
deeds,  bonds,  and  other  securities  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  under  such 
rules  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  adopt ;  and,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  the  office,  shall  give  bonds,  with  securities,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  in  such  sum  as  said  Board  may  from  time  to  time  deter- 
mine. 

Sec.  2. — The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  separate  account  of  money  received  for 
admission  fees,  to  be  called  the  Admission  Fund,  which  shall  be  safely  in- 
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vested  by  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  so  long  as  the  inmate  from  which 
such  money  was  received  is  a  charge  upon  the  Home. 

Sec.  3 — Whenever  the  Home  is  relieved  from  further  support  of  an  in- 
mate, the  money  received  for  the  admission  of  such  inmate  may  thereafter  be 
transferred  to  the  General  Fund,  and  used  in  defraying  the  current  expenses. 

Sec.  4. — The  interest  derived  from  the  investment  of  the  Admission  Fund 
shall  be  credited  to  and  used  for  the  purposes  of  the  General  Fund. 

Sec.  5. — The  Treasurer  shall  deposit  all  the  cash  funds  of  the  Home  in 
such  bank,  savings  bank,  or  trust  company  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  from 
time  to  time  direct.  All  drafts  or  checks  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  and 
Treasurer,  and  be  made  payable  to  the  order  of  the  person  to  whom  they  may 
be  drawn. 

Sec.  6. — The  Treasurer  shall  also  render  an  account  of  the  books,  funds, 
and  property  of  the  Home,  made  up  to  the  last  day  of  April  in  each  year,  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  meeting  in  May,  for  submission  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Corporation. 

ARTICLE  XI.— Committees. 

The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Board  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  the  officers  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  Chairmen  of  Standing  Committees,  who  shall  meet  every  two 
weeks,  at  the  Home  ;  and  in  whom  shall  be  vested  full  authority  to  direct  and 
decide  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  household  government  of  the  Home,  to 
report  upon  the  same  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

2.  A  Finance  Committee  of  three,  whose  business  it  shall  be  to  audit  all 
bills  before  payment,  and  to  see  that  all  collection  of  dues  to  the  Home  , 
are  properly  made,  and  shall  send  receipts  for  same. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Application  for  Admission  to  the  Home,  consisting  of 
three  members,  who  shall  keep  and  preserve  a  record  of  the  name  and  address 
of  each  applicant.  When  a  vacancy  occurs,  an  examination  of  all  the  candi- 
dates shall  be  made  by  the  Committee,  and  those  only  who  may  prove,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Committee,  the  most  eligible,  recommended.  Applicants  must 
exhibit  to  the  Committee  satisfactory  testimonials  of  good  character  and  con- 
duct. A  majority  of  the  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  act  on  applica- 
tions. The  Committee  shall  report  their  action  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at 
each  of  its  meetings,  for  approval  ;  and  no  applicant  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
Home  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present  when 
such  action  is  taken. 

4.  A  Purchasing  Committee,  consisting  of  three,  who  shall  have  under 
their  charge  the  purchasing  of  all  supplies  for  the  Home. 

5.  A  Committee  on  Rooms,  to  consist  of  three  members,  whose  duty  shall 
be  to  have  a  general  supervision  of  the  rooms  of  the  Home,  and  the  assign- 
ment thereof  to  inmates,  and  who  shall  report  to  the  Board  at  each  regular 
meeting. 

6.  A  Committee  on  Clothing,  to  consist  of  three  members,  whose  duty 
shall  be  to  look  after  the  clothing  of  the  inmates,  and  to  which  Committee  the 
Matron  will  report  the  wants  of  the  inmates  in  that  regard. 
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7.  A  Committee  on  Library,  to  consist  of  three  members,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  take  general  charge  of  the  books  which  may  be  donated,  and  to 
procure  such  others  as  may  be  directed. 

8.  A  Visiting  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  members,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  visit  the  institution  as  often  as  once  in  each  week,  and  fully  ex- 
amine the  internal  workings  of  all  its  departments.  This  Committee  shall  be 
appointed  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  shall  report,  in  writing, 
at  its  next  regular  meeting. 

9.  A  Nominating  Committee,  of  three  members,  to  whom  the  names  of  all 
candidates  for  membership  shall  be  referred  for  recommendation. 

10.  A  Committee  on  Annual  Report,  to  consist  of  three  members,  whose 
duty  shall  be  to  prepare  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Home  required  by  law. 

ARTICLE  XIL— Order  of  Business. 
The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business  at  each  regular  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees: 

1.  Reading  from  the  Scriptures. 

2.  Calling  the  Roll,  by  the  Secretary. 

3.  Reading  the  Minutes  of  previous  meeting. 

4.  Reading  t'he  Treasurer's  Report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  since 
last  meeting,  and  the  present  condition  of  the  funds. 

5.  Reports  of  other  officers. 

6.  Reports  of  Committees. 

7.  Unfinished  business. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business, 
g.  Adjournment. 

No  Trustees  will  leave  any  meeting  of  the  Board  until  adjournment,  un- 
less excused  by  the  Board  from  further  attendance  at  that  meeting. 

ARTICLE  XIII. — Report  of  State  Comptroller. 

The  President  and  Secretary  shall  annually,  on  the  first  day  of  October  in 
each  year,  make  and  verify  a  report  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  State  of  New 
York  of  the  operations,  purposes,  financial  condition,  expenditures,  and  man- 
agement of  the  Corporation,  to  include  particularly  the  disposition  of  moneys 
appropriated  by  the  Legislature  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Home. 

In  addition  to  the  report  of  the  Comptroller,  required  by  law,  the  Trustees 
of  this  Institution  shall  make  a  full  report  of  the  condition  and  operation  of 
the  Home  at  its  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Any  amendment  of  this  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  proposed  at  a  previous 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  writing,  may  be  adopted  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  meeting  regularly  called  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  But  no  amend- 
ment shall  be  made  to  Article  4  and  Section  2  of  Article  3,  and  to  this  (Article 
14),  unless  proposed,  in  writing,  at  a  previous  annual  meeting,  and  adopted 
by  two-thirds  of  all  the  votes  entitled  to  be  cast  by  all  the  members  of  the 
Corporation  being  given  in  favor  of  such  amendments,  at  any  annual  or  regu- 
lar meeting.

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 


ARTICLE  I. — Applications  of  and  Admission  of  Inmates. 

Applicants  for  admission  into  this  Institution  must  be  persons  of  respect- 
ability and  In  reduced  circumstances,  not  under  sixty-fi%re  years  of  age. 

An  admission  fee  of  three  hundred  dollars  shall  be  required  for  each  bene- 
ficiary— also  five  dollars  for  physician's  examination  fee — for  which  a  receipt 
shall  be  given  ;  also  a  permit  for  entrance,  without  which  no  person  can  be 
received  in  the  Home. 

In  the  admissions  of  all  persons,  they  shall  be  received  on  a  probation  of 
three  months,  after  which  time  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  act  definitely  on 
the  case  of  each  one  so  received,  and  if  not  confirmed  as  a  permanent  inmate 
the  admission  fee  (deducting  board,  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  per  week)  shall 
be  returned.  Persons  may  be  admitted  occasionally  as  boarders,  at  five  dol- 
lars per  week,  though  not  to  the  exclusion  of  those  who  are  entirely  depend- 
ent ;  and  they  will  be  required  to  give  satisfactory  security  for  the  regular 
payment  of  their  board,  and  to  conform,  like  other  inmates,  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  house. 

If  at  any  time  the  mental  condition  of  the  applicants  become  such  that, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  physicians  of  the  Home,  they  are  no  longer  proper  per- 
sons to  be  retained  in  the  Institution,  they  must  be  removed  therefrom  by  the 
parties  seeking  their  admission. 

Every  person  admitted  as  a  permanent  inmate  of  the  Home  shall,  before 
entering,  sign  and  execute,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  and  kept  by  the  Presi- 
dent, the  agreement  and  conveyance  hereto  annexed. 

The  application  for  admission  must  be  made  to  the  Committee  on  Appli- 
cations appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

A  full  account  of  their  circumstances  shall  be  given  by  each  applicant, 
and  if  afterward  it  shall  be  found  that  deception  has  been  practiced  in  the  ac- 
count so  given,  in  any  particular,  such  person  shall  forfeit  his  or  her  privi- 
lege to  be  retained  and  be  subject  to  immediate  dismissal  from  the  Home. 

Articles  of  furniture  can  only  be  brought  into  the  Home  with  the  consent 
of  the  Committee  on  Applicants,  Such  articles  shall  become  the  property  of 
the  Home.  No  relative  or  friend  shall  have  any  claim  upon  such  furniture  or 
articles,  and  no  disposition  of  them  shall  be  made,  either  by  gift,  sale  or  ex- 
change, except  by  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Applicants  having  money  or  other  ^property  shall  be  required  to  secure 
the  same  to  the  Home  previous  to  their  admission  to  its  benefits  ;  and  it  is  ex- 
pressly understood  that  any  money  or  other  property  they  may  acquire  after 
their  admission  shall  be  made  over  to  the  Iustitution  if  they  continue  to  remain 
in  the  Home. 

FORM  OF  AGREEMENT. 

Having  been  admitted  an  inmate  to  the  Chapin  Home  for  the  Aged  and 
Infirm,  I,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby,  in  consideration  of  my  admission,  agree 
to  abide  by  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  Home,  and  in  all  things  so 
conduct  myself  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  peace  and  good  order  of  the  Insti- 
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tution,  under  penalty  of  expulsion  from  the  Home,  and  the  forfeiture  of  the 
amount  paid  for  admission,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said 
Home. 

I  also  agree,  in  consideration  aforesaid,  to  assign  and  surrender  to  the 
Trustees  of  said  Home,  all  the  property,  of  whatever  name  or  nature,  of  which 
I  may  be  possessed,  and  also  any  other  property  of  which  I  may  become  pos- 
sessed while  an  inmate  thereof;  and  I  hereby  appoint  the  said  Board  of  Trus- 
tees my  agents,  to  take  the  custody  and  charge  of  the  same,  and  at  my  death  to 
place  the  same,  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  in  the  Treasury  of  said  Home,  for  its 
benefit  and  use,  the  same  to  be  considered  as  a  payment  to  the  said  Home  for 
all  the  privileges  thereof  enjoyed  by  me  while  an  inmate  therein.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


ARTICLE  I.— Matron. 

There  shall  be  a  Matron  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  have  a  general  care  of  the  domestic  affairs  of  the  Home  and  of 
the  inmates,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Board,  and  of  the  Visiting  and 
Executive  Committees. 

No  person  will  be  permitted  to  interfere  or  find  fault  with  the  Matron  ; 
but,  if  any  one  has  cause  for  complaint,  application  must  be  made  to  the  Vis- 
iting Committee,  who  will  receive  any  statement  and  take  such  action  thereon 
as  they  may  think  proper. 

She  shall  see  that  all  inmates,  who  are  able  to  do  so,  shall  take  their  meals 
at  the  family  table  ;  that  proper  order  is  preserved,  and  a  blessing  asked  at 
each  meal  ;  also  that  suitable  food  be  provided  for  the  sick. 

She  shall  report  to  the  Board  the  entrance  of  each  new  beneficiary. 

She  shall,  when  required,  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  condition 
of  the  family,  and  submit  such  needful  information  as  shall  enable  them  to 
govern  the  Institution. 

She  shall  keep  a  correct  register  of  all  who  become  inmates  of  the  Home, 
with  their  names,  age,  place  of  birth  and  residence,  the  date  of  their  admis- 
sion, date  of  their  death,  burial,  etc. 

She  shall  also  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Institution, 
which  account  shall,  at  all  times,  be  open  to  the  inspection  and  examination 
of  any  of  the  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  II— Duties  of  Inmates. 

Any  inmate  wishing  to  go  out,  either  [to  visit  a  friend  or  otherwise,  must 
apply  to  the  Matron  for  her  assent,  stating  where  he  or  she  intends  to  go,  and 
when  he  or  she  expects  to  return. 

Every  inmate  who  is  able  to  do  so  will  be  required  to  keep  his  or  her 
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room  neat  and  clean,  and  the  furniture  in  order,  and  make  themselves  gen- 
erally useful. 

Any  inmate  who  shall  be  guilty  of  circulating  reports  injurious  to  the 
reputation  of  the  Home,  criticising  and  finding  fault  with  its  management, 
creating  dissatisfaction  or  disturbance  among  its  inmates,  shall  thereby  forfeit 
his  or  her  privileges  and  be  dismissed  from  the  Institution. 

One  of  the  inmates  shall  be  appointed  Librarian.  The  key  of  the  book- 
case shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Matron,  and  kept  in  some  convenient 
place,  where  it  may  be  procured  in  her  absence. 

ARTICLE  III.— Visitors. 

The  friends  of  inmates  and  the  public  generally  may  visit  the  Home  on 
Thursday.  At  other  times  visitors  will  be  admitted  only  by  a  permit  from  a 
Trustee. 

All  visitors  are  requested  to  call  upon  the  Matron  and  obtain  permission 
before  visiting  the  rooms  of  the  inmates. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Physician. 

No  physician  shall  be  permitted  to  visit  any  of  the  inmates  at  the  expense 
of  the  Home,  except  he  or  she  be  specially  called  by  the  Matron. 

ARTICLE  V. — Prohibition  of  Spirituous  Liquors. 

No  spirituous  liquors  shall  be  brought  into  the  Home  by  any  of  the  in- 
mates, nor  shall  any  be  used  by  them,  unless  the  same  be  prescribed  by  the 
physician,  and  placed  in  charge  of,  and  administered  by,  the  Matron. 

ARTICLE  VI.— Gas. 

The  gas  shall  be  extinguished  in  the  rooms  of  the  inmates  at  nine  o'clock, 
and  in  the  halls  and  parlors  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening,  except  in  cases 
where  the  Matron,  for  good  reasons,  may  otherwise  direct. 

ARTICLE  VII.— Death  of  Inmates. 

Upon  the  death  of  an  inmate,  the  Matron  shall  immediately  notify  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  also  the  members  of  his  or  her  family,  so  far  as  she  may 
be  able  to  ascertain  their  address. 

Should  the  funeral  take  place  from  the  house,  the  arrangements  shall  be 
uniform  in  all  cases,  and  shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

The  friends  of  the  deceased  may  defray  the  expenses,  or  remove  the  re- 
mains for  interment  elsewhere  by  permission  of  the  Matron. 

ARTICLE  VIII. — Effects  of  Willful  Violation  of  Rules. 
Willful  violation  of  any  of  these  rules  and  regulations  by  any  of  the  in- 
mates shall  render  such  person  liable  to  dismissal,  in  which  case  he  or  she 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  return  of  the  admission  fee.  Such  clothing  and 
other  personal  effects  as  he  or  she  may  have  brought  into  the  Home  may  be 
taken  by  him  or  her.  The  Board  of  Trustees  may  at  any  regular  meeting 
make  such  dismissal.  Persons  so  expelled  will  not  be  permitted  to  visit  the 
Home  under  any  circumstances. 
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In  all  matters  of  difference  between  inmates  the  determination  of  the 
Matron  shall  be  conclusive  until  modified  or  reversed  by  the  Visiting  Com- 
mittee or  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Her  orders  in  all  matters  relating  to  the 
domestic  government  of  the  family  must  be  observed  by  all  inmates,  and 
which  orders  must  be  reported  to  the  Visiting  Committee  or  Executive  Com- 
mittee.
